Are Laboring Men Being Betrayed? 


Who if, the leader of the laboring men in Madison?., 


Who runs the strikes? Who watches the opportune 
lime to call them? Who calls in agitators who pare the 
way? Who, then, calls the strikes? 


The men who have joined the union, that is to go on 


a strike, with the idea of having their conditions bet- 
tered, are toid many pleasant things. Their wives and 
families arc usually not very anxious to have the strike 
puiled; but the husband is 'enthusiastic—so they give in. 


Fully (35 per cent of one plant did not want to go on 


a strike recently. They had to go. They went. They 
hunted for work. Some found it elsewhere. Brown 
sent others out of town for the time being—but prom- 
ised better things. Some had to take lower wages than 
they received here in Madison. They were good sol- 
diers. They did as they were told. 


Some fellows spoke about the conditions. They were 


called before the meeting of their union. They were 
fined. They did not have the money to pay. They were 
lidd to get it or be fired from the union f or a time or for 
good. What could a poor man do. One was fined $100. 
Others were fined. Still others received other punish- 
ments. 


Now that the labor unrest has been going on for 


some time in Madison, some men with wills of their own 
are beginning to believe that their leaders have betray- 
ed them.; The expected wage increases are not forth- 
coming. There were unforseen conditions. The wages 
promised are not obtainable. 
Some workingmen are 


beginning to see the situation in its true light. 


This organization of men, representing Madison's 


most important industry, the building trades, always 
stands ready to deal with its men in the various crafts. 
It does not believe in listening to every whim of every 
agitator who comes to Madison to make a "clean-up" 
out of the workingmen on the promise of raising their 
wages.

Uncle Sam to furnish every fanner in his slate with two husky 
young farm hands, whose wages would be paid by the Govern- 
ment, and then to pay the farmer to teach them how to farm. 


But this is not the limit of Mr. Hurley's services to "New 


York men of the highest financial standing." They are to be 
given credit for three-fourths of the purchase price, with inter- 
est at the current commercial rate. Also, they are to insure 
their ships with American marine insurance companies, which 
charge higher rates than the insurance service established dur- 
ing the war by the Shipping Board, (although that service earn- 
ed a profit.) 
Government insurance is to be abandoned.

all the interest money paid in by ship-purchasers, in excess of 
ihe rate at which the Government could borrow, will go into a 
development fund, under the Hurley plan. And until the ships 
are sold, all money saved by government insurance,—all the pro- 
fits of that insurance,—will go into the same fund.

Hit Madison Industries 


The Inter-State Commerce com- 


mission decision or. the proposed 30- 
cent raise1 in freight rates on Illinois 
and Indiana coal that involves mil- 
lions of dollars to the manufactur- 
ers and' coal users of the North-west 
is expected soon. Carl D. Jackson of 
the railroad commission has recent- 
ly returned from a hearing held by 
the entire commission at Washing- 
ton. Wisconsin is the eighth state 
in the union in -manufacturing and 
the decision means a great deal be- 
cause of competition with states in 
the coal mining districts. 


Madison industrial 
plants have 


been using in the neighborhood of 
50,000 tons of coal from Southern 


j Illinois. 
Should the proposed order 


j increasing freight rates on this coal, 
30 cents a ton, it would mean a loss 
to Madison industries 
of ?15,000. 


One Madison plant alone would be 
out about $12,000. The 25,000 odd 
tons used by the city in other ways 
and for home consumption would in-' 
crease MadiSon's 
loss by another 


$7,500. At La Crosse, where about 
130,000 tons are used, it would mean 
a loss in the neighborhood of $40,- j 
000 to 350,000. The loss for the en- j 
tire state is estimated at 
roughly 


$1,500,000. 


Madison and Southern Wisconsin 


are not likely to be affected by the 
decision, except favorably, in 
the 


opinion of 
Commissioner Jackson. 


Northern Wisconsin will be affected. 
The controversey has arisen from 
the general advance in freight rates 
which allowed so much a ton raise 
in the price of coal. A charge of 
30 to 40 cents to haul the coal from 
the mines to Lake Erie was allowed, 
and another charge of 
the 
sai.ie 


amount to haul the coal to the in- 
terior after it had been brought from 
L_ke Erie by private shippers 
to 


ports on Lake Michigan and Lake 
Superior. This double charge means 
millions to manufacturers 
of 
the 


northwest who are protesting, 


Indiana and Illinois coal, which in- 


volves only one carry 
by freight, 


comes under ouly one -charge. For 
this reason coal dealers and manu- 
facturers who were getting 
their 


coal by way of the Great Lakes pro- 
tested saying that rates on one of 
the freight hauls should be taken off 
to even things. Tbe inter-state com- 
merce commission, to whom the case 
was referred by the federal raiiroad 
administration, hasto decide wheth- 
er there is a relationship between the 
two districts. Another increase on 
Indiana and Illinois coal to restore 
the old "relationship" is a possibility. 
The rates may be left as they are, or 
those on the Great Lakes haul may 
be lowered 
The decision involves
